ſandals orſhoos are green,and he treads upon Neptunes Trie 
dent; toſhew thatſea and land are ſubje& to him. * They 
paint him ſometimes with the thunder in his hand, to ſhew 
thar he is the puniſher of 1impiery; ſomerime they paint him 
with a Scepter in olte handzand a circle in the other, fignt- 
fying thar he 1s thar great King who rules the world 3 for

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as the Apoſtle ſaith, The Celtz or antient Gaulls worſhip.

for akorns were the firſt fond of the old world. And for the 
ſame cauſe was he worſhipped by rhe Egyprians and Aﬀy- 
rians, under the ſhape of a ram,to ſhew uszthar it is he who 
feeds and cloaths us 3 and rnerefore the horn of his nurſe 
Amalthea was filled by him with all kind of food, called 

cor copie, becauſe from him we have our food, for he 0s 

peneth his hands and fillerh all things with his bleſſings, 

Ando Ggnifie thar he both rules and Tees all things, they 
repreſented him in their Hieroglyphick by a fcepter with 
an eye on the top of it,called Foves oculus, Zupiters eye.z, By 


 Jopiter may be-meant Kings and Jullges;for asJupitey is cal- 


led King by the Poets, ſo Kings were called Joves, They _ 
painted him ſomerime without ears , ſometime with four 
ears, to ſhew that Kings muſt have no ears for flarterers g- 

Informers , and {landerers , but muſt have many ears for 
complaints arid advice; they muſt never want ears to hear 
the grievances of their SubjeCs, nor the wholeſome advice 
of their Counſellers: they gave him alſo three eyes,wherc= 
of one in his forehead, ro ſhew that Princes muft ſce more, 
and higher, and further off then private men; their know- 


' ledge muſt be more eminentand ſublime, Juſtice is alwaies 


painted by Jupiterzro ſignify that Kings a&ions muſt be al» 
ways juſt. Jupiter ſubdued £201, and the reſt of the G1- 
ants to ſhewrhar Kings muſt nor ſuffer tyranny and oppreſ” 
fionto go away unpuniſhed, J#f?ter taught people who be= 
fore fed upon mens fl:ſhs to eat akorns, therefore the oake 
was dedicated to him;ſo Princes ſhould endeavour to civil. 
1:ze their people,and to provide by good laws fitand whol* 
ſome food for them. Jupiter 1s ſaid to have begor diyers 
daughters which were called Prayerszintimating that Prine 
ces mult have a fatherly care of their peoples 1ntreaties and ' 
Jupiter drove away the 
ſwarms of flies that infeſted Hercules(rherefore called Muſs 
carius) whilſt he was ſacrificing; ſo Princes muſt drive out 
of cheirKingdomall bufie bodies and diſturbers of rel1gion- 


Jepiter married Metis, which fignifieth Counſcland after he

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ſwallowed hers he conceived Pallas in his brain, ſo Princes 
muſt unite themſelves to good councellors,and by ſwallow= 
ing their good advice , their heads ſhall be filled with wiſe 
dome; and they ſhall produce wiſe a&ions, Jupiter was the

VV I that found our military-diſcipline; he was born of 
Juno becauſe wealth begers ſtrife and wars; There or $erce- 
neſs was his nurſe $ for fierce and ſavage difpoſitions are 
moſt giyen to-quarrelhng: therefore he was ſaid to be bred 
inthe cold Northern countries; for the Northern peoptke by 
raſon of abundance of blood, and-exceffive drinking, are 
moſt given to ſtrife andcontention.

to heaven; when they called ſich a bloody butcher the ſon - 
of heaven; who-ſhould rather have been named the ſon of 
hell, to which by 7uptter he was thruſt down, His Pricſts, 
as Tertullian ſhewes, were initiated in a fcarletgarment 
which they uſed to wear , a fit colour to expreſle their ſan« 
guinary diſpoſition : to theſe (ir ſeems) the Roman Care 
dinals have ſucczeded , both in their colour and bloody 
mindes , who are guilty of the blood of many thouſand 
' good Chriſtians ; ſo rhar at this day Rome 18 ſt11] bs Sa= 
r4714,and the Popes Pallace may be called Scdes Saturnia, 
and hisfeſtival daies Saturnalia, 12, Wax tapers or can=- 
dles were wont to be burned upon Saturns altar, ro ſhew 
that he brought the light of knowledge and civility into 
Italy, which before lived inthe darknefle of ignorance and 
rudenefle : thcrefore 1n his Feſtival, kept1n December, the 
Romans uſed to ſend away Candles , and other preſents 
(which they called Saturnalia) ro each other : from * hence 
(1tſeems ) the Papiſts borrowed their cuſtom of burning 
wax Candles on their altars, and the giving of Newsyears 
gifts. 13. Saturn 1s ſocalled a Saturando, from filling or 
ſatisfying ; for he being the firſt that raughr men rhe uſe 
of Corn, did fill or fatisfie them 3 and as he did fiily ſo his - 
wife the Earth did help.; therefore ſhe was called Ops.

. and Ateros, was expreſſed by two little Cupids , whereof 
_ the onedid ſtruggle with the other, to get away.the branch 
of Palm which he had 1n his hand>to f1zmifie that we ſhould 
itrive to overcome one another in Love, $. Yes was 
painted of old riſing out of the Sea , fitting in a ſhell, in 
which ſhe was carried to Paphos ; ſhe was alſo painted na=- 
ked , crowned with Roſes, having her chariot drawn 
ſomerimes with Doves, ſometimes with white Swannes and 
Sparrows : toſtgnthe the nature of carnal love. or luſt x 
which 1s begot of the Sea froth , for S1]t 1s a friend ro Ye- 
#45, and froth 1s quickly gone - and to ſhew that Cyprus 
was much given to Venery, therefore ſhe was worſhipped 
there moſt of all , and called Cypria from thence : ſhe 1s 
naked, for ſhe ſtrips men of ther eſtates and the whore 
will leaye them naked ar laſt : or her nak-dneſs may fignt- 
fie thatall things ſhould be open an41 naked among lovers, 
- and nothing hidin the heart; or by this nakedneſle is 
meant, that loye cannot be concealed or long hid 2 her 
crown of Roſes ſhe wyrhat ſweet ſmells, eſpecially of Roſes, 
are provocatives to luſt ; the Doves ſhew the fincerity and 
want of gall, quarrelling or malice, or malice 1n ove; the 
white Swans ſhew, that love is, or ſhould bezinnocentand 
clean, becauſe the Swans fing ſweetly, as they held; by 
which they would ſhew, that Muſick procures loye : the. 
Sparrows fignifie wantonnefle : her croſſing oyer the Sea 
in a ſhell, fign'fies the dangers, bitternefle , and divers 
ſtorms or troubles, that lovers are ſubje& ro, 6, Thee 
was at Rome the Image of Venus Verticordia; becauſe ſhe 
turned mens hearts and affe&ions from luſt ro modeſty and 
vertue 3 I wiſh our young wanton gallams would look up= 
on that Image, that ſo they might be converted from laſct- 
viouſneſſe, to the wayes of vertue, modeſty, and goodnefle. 
77. The Roſe was dedicated to Venus, to ſhew the nature of 
love 5 whichisfull of prickles as well as of ſweerneſle : 
when the ſweerneſſe and beauty of the Roſe 15 gone , the 
prickles 
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prickles remain ? even ſo after the pleaſure of luſt, which 
quickly vaniſheth,there remains the ſtings of Conſcience; 
and indeed the bluſhing colour of the Roſe may teach all 
wantons, to bluſh at, and be aſhamed of their own mad= 
nefſe and vanity. 8, The Myrtle-rree was conſecrated to 

Venus; and with the ſame, Conquerors 1n their lefler Try- 
umphs called Oyarions,were crowned © to ſhew that love: 
15 the great Conqueror, and that Conquerors ſhould uſe 
the conquered. with love. The Myrtle alſo was a ſymbol. 
of peace, ſo there ought to be no jars or ſtrife among lov 
vers. 9. They placed near to Venus, Mercury, Pytho , 
and the Graces, to ſhew thar love 1s procured and main- 
tained by Eloquence, Perſwaſtion, and Bounty, 10, Mate 
cellus built the Temple of Venus, after the ſubduing of Sy= 
racuſa, a mile from the City 3 but Yennus hath her Temples 
no where ſofrequentzas within our Cities - by this we may 
ſee how much we degenerate from the Roman modeſty. 
11. Venus was wont ſometimes to be painted fitring upon 
a goat and treading upon a Sna1l;to ſhew that a modeſt wo- 
man ſhould ſubdue goatiſh wantonneſſe , and ſhould ike 
the Snail carry her houſe abouther, and give her ſelf ro 1- 
lence ; for the Tortoiſe or Snail wants a Tongue. 12. 
Venus Armata was painted in her compleat Armes, 1n 
memory of the Lacedemoman Women, who put the Meſ- 
ſemansto flight 3 bur, 1 think, this was to let us ſee, thar 
miltitat onmes ainans, every Lover 1s a Souldier, and that 
no Sword 1s ſharper than Venus her Launce ; and that he 
who 1s-1n love muſt have a good Head-piece, Corſler, and - 
Target to keep off the diſdainfull repulſes ofa proud or 
coy Woman , when ſhe is lovedor ſought after ; and 
as Venus was painted with fetters at her feet , ſono men 
are tyed with ſuch flrong ferters , as they who are held 
with the Fetters of Love. 13. VenusCalvata, or bald 
Venus, was worſhipped in memory of the Roman Wo- 
men ; who, whenthe Capitol was befieged by the Gauls, 
parted with their hair to make ſtrings for the warlike 
Engines : but, I think, Yezus may be called calvata, or 
bald, becauſe intemperate venery begets baldnefſe, by 
exhauſting rhe radicall morſture ofthe body, 14. Venus 
Barbata, or bearded Venus, was to ſhew, that there was no 
difference 
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difference of ſex inthe Gods; therefore Virgily En, calls 


Venus the male god ; 
Deſcendo ac ducente Deo flammam inter & hoſes, 


and ſhe was painted with a mans beard, and a womans 
combe ; bur, I think, this was rather to mock the maſcu” 
line venery of thoſe times ; and it is thought that bearded 
Venus 1s too much in requeſt among the Roman Cardinals 
at this day, An Hermaphrodite alſo may be called Venus 
barbata : beſides, in love there is both ation and ſuffer= 
Ing, neither can there be procreation, but when the male 


and female are united in one, 1 5,Y/exus 15 ſometimes pain= 


red with a vail oyer her face,bemoaning the beauriful youth 
Adoms, that was killed by the Bore : by which doubtleſfle 
1s meant; that wantonnefle and venery begers ſhame and 
ſorrow, when upon ſerious thought men call ro mind how 
they have loſt their youth by the Bore of intemperance and 
luſt, 16. Venus and Mars were found together in one 
bed, and Bacchus was her Armour bearer ; this is to ler us 


ſee, that they are given to Adultery; in whoſe nativity 


Mars and Venus meet; andit 1s kown how much Souldiers 
are addied to Venery, By this alſo they would ſhew, 
that generation confiſteth in heat and moiſture, expreſled 
by Mars and Yenu:;Bur Bacchus is fitteſt to be her Armoure 
bearer ; for wine furniſheth Yenzs with courage and vi- 
gour , Sine Cerere & Baccho friget Venus ; therefore wine 
was offered in the ſacrifices of the rerreſtriall'or popular 


Hens, but never 1n the ſacrifices of the coleſtiall Venus ; 


for wine 1S an enemy rather then a friend to divine con= 
remplarion:for which cauſe the ſacrifices of MercurygtheMus 
ſes, Aurora the Sun, Moon, Nymphs,and coleſtial Venuss 


' were called Naphala, that 1s, ſober ſacrifices, 17. Ven, 


Juiogand Pallas, ſtrove for the golden.Apple, which Parzs 


aſſigned to Yenuz:; there harh ever been emularion berween 


beaurygriches and wiſdome ; but too many with Parts pre.

I B Y V«ſta they meant ſomerimes the earth it ſelf, and 

in th's reſpe& ſhe 1s called the morher of Saturn, 
for ſhe is the mother of all the gods ; And ſometimes they 
meant the fire within the bowels of rhe earth , or the natu- 
ral heat by which all earthly creatures are generated and 
fomented ; ſo Y.fta is the daughter of Saturn and Rhea, 
becauſe th's fire or native heat, 1s begot by Time in the 
earth, and of the earth. 2. To this goddeſs atemple was 
ereRed at Rome of a raund form, to ſhewthe roundneſs of 
the earth ; on it was a round altar, upon which burned cone 
tinually rwo lamps kept and maintained by the Veſtal Vire 
| | | gn 5 
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gins 2 if at any time theſe lamps went out, the Veſtal 


Nunnes were puniſhed with death thus; they were let down 


by a ladder into a deep vaultwith ſome meat and drink,and 
a light by them, that ſo they might not be thought to ſuf- 
fer aviolent death, burmight die by degrees, as their food 
and light failed them. This going our of the Veſtal fire, 
and the puniſhment of her Virgins was alwayes held omi- 
nous and fatall to the ſtate of Rome : 1 am ſure It is an omi= 
nous thing to our State ; and indeed the ruine of it is por= 
rended by the going out of the fire of love and charity a= 


- moneſt us, which oughr to burn perpetually on the altars of 


Our hearts. 3. As on Veſtas altar burned two lamps, which 
if they went out , were not to be kindled again by any 
earthly fire, butby the Celeſtial hear of the Sun; even 
ſo there ſhould burn and ſhine on the alrars of our hearts 
the two lamps of love, to wit, the love of God and of our 
neighbour ; which being extinguiſhed, cannot be kindled 
again, but by the Cceleſtial fire of Gods Spirit, which de- 
ſcended upon rhe Apoſtles 1n fiery tongues. 4. From Veſta 
the threſholds and porches of houſes were called Veſtibulas 
for they were conſecrated to her; and 1n them the Romans 
Cid eatand drink as we do in our Parlours ; intimating , 
that all their food came from the carth ; and therefore in 
all ſacrifices ſhe was firſt nonnated before any other gods; 
becauſe without the benefits and increaſe of the earth » 
there could be no ſacrifice : and becauſe there can be no 
houſe-keeping of families maintained without food, which 
15 the benefit and frunc of the earth : they made her oneyeas 
the chiefeſt of their PENATES,or houſhold gods. 5. Upon 
the top of Veſtas Temple ſtood the Image of Veſta, holding 
little Jupiter in her armes, becauſe. it was ſad that ſhee 
fed Jupiter 1n his infancy ; 1t 18 the earth indeed thart feeds 
us all, both rich and poor, princes and beggers. 6, When 


all the other gods move abroad 1n their chariots, only Yefla 
1s ſaid to ſtay at home) or ro remain unmoveable 1n 7upiters 


houſe ; by this they meant, that of all the fimple bodies , 
the earth onely remains unmoveable 1n the midſt of 7u- 
piters houſe that 18, inthe air, which doth encompaſs her 
round about, 7, Veſta taught men ar firſt to build houſes;

_ ceeding; to exprefle unto usg that God created the world, 
and out of that drew the natural heat which giveth vege- 
tation to all things 2 ſo thar ſometimes by Yulcaz they un- 
derſtood the natural hear which is in the creatures 3 and 
ſometimes our earthly fire, which becauſe it is ſo uſeful for 
| the making of many things, they called /ulcan the Smith 
F of thegods, and they attributed to him a ſmoaky and 
| dusky kinde of thunder and lightning, as they did the red 
lighening ro Jupiter , 'and the white to Minerva, And be- 
| ' cauſe the flame of our fire doth notaſcend ina traighr line, 
| bur crookedly, therefore they ſaid that Vulcan was lame © 


and becauſe thunder-bolts and lightning fall out of the - 


| air upon the earth, they feigned rhar /u/can fell from hea- 
ven into Lezm0s. Sohecauſe the Lyon is an hot, furiouss 
and fiery creature, they conſecrated the Lyon to /ulcang 
* Whom they honoured by certain feaſts and ſacrifices called 
| Protervia; inthele the remainder of the meat which they 


could not cat,was burned inthe fire: this was an uncharita« 
ble kind of feaſting; for they ſhould have remembred the

feaſts are among us, or rather worſe : for we, were better 
fling vut ſuperfluous meat and ſtrong wines in the firegthen 
by ſurfeiring and drunkennefle fire our bodies; and deſtroy 
Our ſouls roo.
